Our Stock is produced at our Helmer, Kelley, Plainsburg 
and La Branza, growing grounds in Merced County, under our 
personal supervision. In choosing land on which to grow our 
stock, we select a sandy loam. This type of soil, combined with 
the thorough manner in which we care for our nursery, produces 
a strong, well-hardened tree, with an ideal root system. 


OUR BUDS are selected personally from the heaviest produc- 
ing trees in the best orchards of the section. 


OUR THIRTY EIGHT YEARS EXPERIENCE in the nursery 
business enables us to give you expert’ advice on planting and 
care of trees and vines. And please remember that when we 
give you advice, it is what we conscientiously believe and not 
in any way influenced by what we have to sell. 


SMALL ORDERS are given the same consideration that 
large orders receive. This is evidenced in the fact that we make 
a specialty of Family Orchards. 

OUR GUARANTEE: We handle our stock to the best of our 
ability to keep it in a live, healthy condition, so we must ask that 
all complaints be made within 10 days after receipt of stock. 
We use the greatest care in keeping our stock true to name, but 
for any error we will not be liable for more than the original 
purchase price of the stock mislabeled. In the case of unex- 
pected catastrophe we are released from filling orders. 

Packing is done at cost and the following prices are at our 
nursery. However, we make delivery where the size of the order 
and the distance warrants it. Other orders are shipped collect, 
by the safest and fastest method. 

TERMS: Ten percent of the amount of the order must ac- 
company each order to insure its being reserved, and the balance 
is to be paid on delivery unless terms are arranged in advance. 

SALES TAX:.. Nursery stock sold within the state is subject 
to 21/,%, California Sales Tax Kindly add the sales tax to the 

total amount of your order. 
; INSPECTION: The state law requires that all nursery stock 
must be inspected by your County Agricultural Commissioner 
immediately upon its receipt. We notify the Agricultural Com- 
missioner at County of destination, when each shipment is made.

Walnuts and Citrus are not included 
in this grouping. 

GRADING: All trees are graded by caliper, rather than by 
height. Thus when planted out and cut back they are of uniform 
size and more satisfactory to the planter. The sizes given in 
this list represent the approximate height in feet, and correspond 
to the following caliper measurements taken two inches above 
the bud.
